Specification 

The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it is in claim format rather narrative 
form.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§ 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed pubhcation in this or a foreign country or in pubHc use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
mtemational application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 2 1 (2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Poddar (U.S. Patent 
5,102,413 cited by applicant). 

Poddar discloses a system or kit including an expandable spacer and a bioconfqjatible 
elastic material injectable into the spacer (see Figures and specification). 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Teiteibaum et al. (U.S. 
Pub. 2002/0068975). 

Teiteibaum et al. disclose a system or kit including an expandable spacer, e.g. a balloon, 
and a biocompatible elastic material, e.g. PMMA, injectable into the spacer (see Figures and 
specification).
